Unusual Cold R egistered in Some 
P arts of C alifornia—A W ail 
from Oregon.

M in n e a p o lis , 
January 
14.—The 
storm 's back-bone is broken and (he 
^railroads have gone to work to burrow 
their way through the hard-packed 
drifts. The snow is hard and baffles 
the 
suow-plows. 
Two east-houud 
N orthern Pacific trains came in this 
m orning eighty and fifty hours late. 
One of them had been snowed in fifty 
m iles from here for seventy-two hours. 
t r a i n t r a f f i c re s u m e d . 
Trains are now moving, Maitoba, 
this morning, started out two north­ 
western trains with two engines and a 
snow plow to each. Trains from Chi­ 
cago are expected to-night on 
all 
roads. 
It will take from two to 
five engines for each train. 
The 
Duluth road is open, but the Omaha 
line to Sioux City is badly plugged 
up. 
The N orthern Pacific has an ex­ 
cellent opportunity to test the rotary 
snowplows with entire success. Over 
200 miles of track in Dakota, with 
snow averaging fifteen feét in depth, 
have been cleared by ono plow in six­ 
teen hours. 
This is an uupiralleled 
achievem ent. 


MANY LIVES LOST. 
Dispatches from points west of this 
city say that the loss of life during the 
late blizzard is large. At least a dozen 
deaths from freezing have been al­ 
ready reported. 


Y a n k to n , Dak., January 14.—In 
the storm on Thursday school chil­ 
dren were loBt while returning from 
school. Farm ers returning home from 
town were overtaken, and wandered 
helplesslv over the prairie during the 
night. 
Two men were frozen to death 
at Lesterville, this county, and two 
others at the same place are now lying 
in a critical condition. Two children 
were frozen at W akeing, a small town 
iu the adjoiniug county. 
THE CASUALTY LIST. 
S t. P a u l , January 14.—The loss of 
life by the blizzard on Thursday is 
shown to have been very great, by 
far the larger num ber of casualities 
being reported from Dakota points.

The thermometer this morning regis­ 
tered 20 below. To-night it is 9 below. 
As yet stock has not suffered to any 
extent and if things prove as antici­ 
pated the cold spell will be over iu a 
day or two.

had a pile-driver valued at $4000 sunk 
to the bottom of the bay. 
A SNOW BLOCKADE. 
For the first tiifie in the history of 
the Southern Pacific Company, trains 


running between this city and Los 
Angeles were delayed on account of 
accumulated snow on the track. 
The 
snow was deepest at Tehachapi, where 
there was a steady fall of several 
hours duration on I1 riday night. All 
along the mountain it was from six 
inches to a foot deep. * A heavy wind 
drifted the snow upon the track to a 
depth in some places of four feet. The 
southern overland train was over six 
hours late to-day. 


OREGONtS COLD SVAI». 


Tlie 
Record 
llroken a t Many 
Interior Poftnu. 
P o r t l a n d , Ogn., January 14.—The 
therm om eter this morning fell to 3 
degrees, the coldest ever known here 
since December, 1879. 
J. H . Guild, 
of tbe Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company, who has been receiving 
the w eather reports for twenty-one 
years at Fortland, says th at he has 
never before received 
any which 
showed such intense cold at particular 
points or a low average throughout 
the State as exhibited by those re­ 
ceived to-day. 
At Baker City it was 24 below, at 
Kamela 32, and at North Powder 38 
below. Over three feet of snow fell 
at Kam ela. Trains on all the roads 
are between one and two days behind 
tim e. 
River navigation is now entirely 
suspended, and the Willamette is 
frozen below Swan Island too thick 
for river craft to break through, and 
all boats are tied up. The steamship 
State of California, which sailed for 
San Francisco on Thursday at mid­ 
night, got down to Astoria late last 
night after a hard struggle. 
The 
Oregon arrived at Astoria this m orn­ 
ing, twenty-four hours late. 
She left 
up a t noon, but expected to get 
through the ice before morning. Peo­ 
ple are walking across the river to­ 
night above 
the 
Morrison 
street 
bridge, where tbe ice is very thick. 


Tacom a Tiding*.

L. Johnson, running a 
slab-trimm ing saw at the big Tacoma 
mill, of this city, was nearly cut in 
two to-day. 
The city narrowly escaped a water 
famine last night. 
The Reservoir

result of the freezing of water in the 
flume that furnished the supply from 
the lake. The water company "put on 
a large force of men, who have been 
at work since the frost, and this noon 
had water running again. The sup­ 
ply is short as the reservoir had tobe 
filled, besides answering constant 
drafts by the consumers.

CARLISLE CONQUERS. 


Settlement of the Disputed 
Election Case. 


THE EVIDENCE ON BOTH SIDES 


Thoebe’s Claim Decided Untenable 
By an Ov. rw helm ing 
M ajority.

W a s h in g to n , January 14.—Every 
m em ber of the House Committee on 
Elections was in attendance to-day to 
resum e 
th e consideration 
of the 
Thoebe-Carlisle 
contested 
election 
o. 
H allam of Covington, Ky., 
appeared in behalf of Carlisle and 
Sypher appeared for the contestant. 


d a m a g in g t e st im o n y 
Hallam read an affidavit showing 
that the poll books in Boone and Car­ 
roll counties made it that the returns 
were correct. H e read an affidavit by 
Policeman Solar, of Covington, where­ 
in he says that he has several times 
recently been approached by counsel 
for Theobe asking him to "make an 
affidavit that he had seen Carlisle and 
Detective H arris entering the office of 
the of the State Journal one evening 
after the election. He had been told 
that it might be to his interest to 
make such an affidavit, and that in the 
event he was out of employment he 
ho could m ake money by 
making 
such an affidavit. 


TIIE NOTARY’S DEPOSITION. 
H allam 
then read 
an 
affidavit 
of Chas. Findley, notary,, who took 
the 
deputatiors 
for 
the contest­ 
ant. 
Affidavit says 
that 
Thoebe 
told him he did not like to pay out 
any money in the m atter; (lid- not 
want to go into it aud would like now 
to get out of it. 
The labor people 
had forced him into it, but they had 
not backed him up as promised. 
He 
added that if it had not been for the 
slurs cast upon him and Wood to the 
effect that they had been bought off 
he would get out of the case. He in­ 
tended to send his papers to W ashing­ 
ton and let Sypher make w hat he 
could out of the case, which ho ex­ 
pected would bo á good deal. 
CARLISLE’» AFFIDAVIT. 
Hallam next read Carlisle’s affidavit 
that he had read the affidavit of Chas. 
M aander, filed before the committee, 
and that the statem ents therein, con­ 
cerning him were untrue in every 
particular. 
He was1 not in the office 
of the Kentucky State Journal on the 
night of November 3, 1886, nor at any 
time since the Congressional election 
of that year. 
He aid not at any time 
that evening go toward the residence 
of Hon. H. A. Barry, (lid not see 
Detective H arris of "Covington, nor 
did he attend a conference anywhere, 
nor hold a conversation on the sub­ 
ject of the election in the Sixth Con­ 
gressional D irtriet on said evening. 
He resided d> the time with II. E. 
Queen and was n o t outside of the house 
on thatevening. H e never attended the 
conference held to consider said elec­ 
tion or to influence the result of the 
same, nor does he know of any such 
action on the part of his friends or 
supporters. 
He did not endeavor to 
ascertain the result of the election 
that evening nor authorize any ono so 
to do. 
The statem ent made in the affidavit 
of Geo. H. Theobe that no tickets 
were printed with the nam e of John 
G. Carlisle, nor distributed outside 
certain nam ed precincts, was untrue, 
as the supply was 


PRINTED IN EACH PRECINCT 
In the district, and the affiant person­ 
ally Bent them in to every county to 
be used, except iu Campbell county, 
where the tickets were left in the 
hands of the chairm an of the county 
executive committee to lie distributed. 
The affiant also denied that he had 
conceded to Horace Cambrón that he 
was defeated and was heart ily glad of it. 
The affiant was not in Covington cn the 
evening of the day preceding the elec­ 
tion, but was there on the morning of 
that day, a t which time he m et Cam- 
bion anfi had 


A SHORT CONVERSATION, 
The substance of which was that 
he 
did 
not 
suppose 
that 
he 
was beaten as returns had been re­ 
ceived from only a few precincts in 
the county, adding that if it should 
turn out that he was beaten it would 
be a very good thing for him per­ 
sonally as he had neglected his private 
business for ten years and 
worked 
faithfully in Congress, and it was 
about time he was doing something 
for himself. 
Affiant says that all 
statem ents to the effect that returns 
from any counties in the district were 
held back or delayed for four, five or 
six days are untrue. 
On the con­ 
trary, the poll-book and ballot boxes 
were publicly opened and the votes 
officially counted and certified on the 
third day after the election in every 
county in the district, except in 
county Trim ble, where they were 
opened by mistake by the county 
officers in the presence of the entire 
board of canvassers on the second 
day after the election and officially 
counted, but on discovery of the mis­ 
take, were sealed up, aud rem ained 
so until when they were again opened 
and. counted by the board. 


WOOD’S STATEMENT. 
H allam next referred to the state­ 
m ent that Wood, the leading attor­ 
ney, had been bribed in* .Carlisle’s 
interest, and the intim ation was that 
the bribery had been done by one of 
Carlisle’s relatives. I t had also beon 
stated that Wood had told Thoebe 
that there was money in the case for 
both of them if he would consent to 
drop the contest. 
In reply he rpad 
Wood’s affidavit declaring it is not 
true th a t he stated to Thoebe that 
the difficulties in his case were few 
and it would be comparatively easy 
for him to get his seat in Congress, 
and that the facts developed were 
sufficient to oust Carlisle. 
On the 
contrary,he repeatedly advised Thoebe 
that it would be necessary to n^ako 
diligent exertion in getting evidence 
and procuring fnnds, whereas Thoebe 
furnished but $43, which the labor 
unions supplied. 
Affiant had never heard of any 
county where signatures to returns 
were all in the same handw riting un­ 
til long after the taking of testimony 
had ceased. 
H e 
had never told 
Thoebe that he could make money by 
consenting to drop ¿he ccuteat; had 


told him that the street conversation 
between two or 
three Democrats 
had been overheard, wheréin they 
had rem arked that the easiest way 
out of the m atter wa* to buy out the 
Thoebe faction. 
l{ was utterly false 
that he had ever said anything on the 
subject beyond theirepetition of the 
gossip or that he baa been approached 
in that behalf; there had been noth­ 
ing to ham per Thoebe in sending his 
papers to W aahingtoi a t any time upon 
the paym ent of a Notary. 
INTERESTING 
DOCUMENTS. 
Something like a sensation was 
caused by the reading of several let­ 
ters written by J . H alé Sypher soon 
after the election in 1886, which pro­ 
claimed the em inent advisability of 
his (Syplier’s) being employed iu the 
contest. 
One of the letters stated th at in 
addition to legal ability, diplomatic 
and political influence would have to 
be used if success was to be hoped 
for, and that he (Sypher) could in­ 
fluence certain Republicans and pro­ 
tectionists. As H allam began to read 
the letters, which were addressed 
to 
Lee 
Crandall 
of 
W ashing­ 
ton, 
who acted 
as 
medium be­ 
tween Thoebe and Sypher, the latter, 
in great excitem ent, objected to the 
letters being read. 
H eard, of the com mittee, thought 
that the letters ought to be read, and 
Sypher withdrew his objection, say­ 
ing that there was nothing in them 
that he was afraid of. 


SYNOPSIS OF THE LETTERS. 
In one of the letters Sypher says 
that he will rem ain in the case bv 
Wood’s consent, but expects control 
of it when it comes to W ashington, 
In another letter Sypher calls atten­ 
tion 
to 
the 
necessity 
of 
pro­ 
viding 
ways 
and 
means 
for 
such 
expensive 
contests 
as 
this against the Speaker, and Eays 
that if retained he m ight enlist not 
only the sympathy of his Republican 
friends in the house, but also the aid 
of some of his Protectionist friends. 
H allam then closed his address in a 
brief address. 
Sypher 
reiterated 
* tlie 
state­ 
ment 
made 
by 
him 
that the 
returns of the outlying districts liad 
been withheld and commented on the 
fact th a t Carlisle’s counsel had not 
brought forward the telegrams to 
those districts. 
Tleard suggested th at it was tlie duty 
of contestant to bring iu the tele­ 
grams, contestant having the affirma­ 
tive of the proposition. 
Sypher replied th a t if the case were 
reopened ho would do so. 


CLOSE OF THE TESTIMONY. 
The committee then went into secret 
session. The first motion put was to 
postpone further consideration of the 
case, which was rejected by a strict 
party vote of 9 to 6. 
A motion was made to re-opeij the 
case. 
Rowell, (Republican) asked to 
be excused from voting, and Cooper, 
(Republican) voted with the Demo­ 
crats. 
Motion was lost. 
Another motion was to declare Thobe 
entitled to his seat, and on this vote 
four Republican members were ex­ 
cused from voting, th e rem ainder vot­ 
ing with the Democrats against the 
propsition. Then came 


THE FINAL VOTE 
On the motion affirming Carlisle’s 
right to the seat. 
All the Democrats 
voted in favor of this proposition 
and with them stood Cooper, Rowell 
and 
Johnson, of 
Indiana, m ak­ 
ing an affirmative 
vote of 
123. 
Lyman, H ouk 
and 
Dodge, 
Re­ 
publicans, 
were 
excused. 
The 
position taken by the Republicans 
who 
abstained 
from 
voting 
is 
that while they are not convinced that 
Carlisle is not entitled to his seat, it 
is proper for the committee to reopen 
the case, and afford an opportunity 
for the production of auy new evi­ 
dence that might throw light upon 
the contest. 
U nder the construction 
of th e committee, Chairman Cross 
will report to the House a resolution 
declaring Carlisle entitled to his seat.

WOOL WORKERS. 


Important Convention at 
Washington. 


TARIFF TAXATION DISCUSSED 


Strenaons Opposition to be Made 
to any Reduction of the 
Present Charges.

W a sh in g t o n , January 14. — The 
committee of nine appointed yester­ 
day at a conference of wool men, to 
frame provisions providing for wool 
tariffs, reached an agreem ent to-night 
on most of the essential features of 
tlie proposed measure, and made re­ 
port to the full conference. 
After a 
long discussion this report was re­ 
turned to th e committee, in order that 
it m ight be so am ended as to render 
it more acceptable to all interests in 
the conference. 
The committee is at work embody­ 
ing the decision of the conference in a 
report and text of a bill to the effect 
stated, both of which will be submit­ 
ted to Congress at the first opportu­ 
nity. 


RESOLUTIONS WERE ADOPTED 
That protection by tariff of the pro­ 
duction of wool and of the manufac­ 
tures of wool is dem anded by the best 
interests 
of the 
American people. 
Statistics show th at the reduction of 
the tariff on wool in 1883 was imme­ 
diately followed by a decrease in the 
num ber of sheep in the country, thus 
giving a warning th at the abolition of 
the duties on wool «would seriously 
cripple the raising of sheep in this 
country, which is the third producer 
in quantity among the nations. This 
would increase the price of wool all 
over tlie world, while th e consequent 
destruction of sheep would materially 
aft'ect the supply and the price of 
m eat and to a considerable degree, of 
all provisions. 


SOME STATISTICS. 
Inasm uch as American manufactur­ 
ers furnished in 1880 81-9 per cent, of 
the woolen goods consumed in the 
United States, although in 1860 62-8 
I>er cent, of such goods were produced 
in this country, no reduction in the 
tariff’ can be necessary to afford the 
American people a full supply and 
abundant competition in fabrics which 
enter to use in every family, and for 
which prices for like qualities compare 
favorably with those in foreign coun­ 
tries. The advance in the consump­ 
tion of wool in the United States was, 
from 65,749,635 pounds in 1859, to 
424,500,000 pounds in 1885. To the 
protective tariff is to be attributed the 
impetus given manufacturers by rais­ 
ing sheep in this country, which 
in 1884 luruished 81-3 per cent, of 
all the wool consumed here. The 
committee here assembled ask for a 
continuance of protection to their own 
industries only as they ask for a con­ 
sideration to every other branch of 
American productions. They plead 
for no favoritism to particular inter­ 
ests, but a broad national policy 
essential to the well-being of all our 
people, and contributing to the pros­ 
perity and progress of the Republic. 
They know that abolition of the duties 
on wool will be alm ost fatal to our 
sheep industry and would be very 
damaging to the manufacturers of 
wool. 


TIIE COMMITTEES URGE 
That no reason can lie shown why 
subsidies should be offered for for­ 
eign competition by a repeal or re­ 
duction of the tariff, and they suggest 
th at wisdom as well as patriotism re­ 
quires that all American productions 
shall be under the fostering care of 
the Government as a safeguard for 
American nationality. They urgently 
request Congress to immediately pass 
a joint resolution correcting the pres­ 
ent erroneous classification of worsteds 
by directing that they be classified us 
woolen cloths. 
They favor the pas­ 
sage of the Senate bill known as the 
Aldrich bill to suppress uuder-valua- 
tion of imports.

CITY HALL PROJECT.

• u th e S u b jec t. 
Editors H sb a ld : ' At tbe time the 
city purchased 120 fret on the comer 
of Second and Spring streets, less than 
four yean ago, I suggested through the 
daily papers, that, while it would 
soon liecome a vuluable business cor­ 
ner, it would be rediculous to cramp 
a public building on so small a space, 
and that by adding about $43,000 to 
the sum they could buy tbe entire 
block of 1200 feet frontage, between 
Third and Fourth, Fort and Ilill. The 
same short-sighted howl was raised, 
“ it’s too far out—it’s a job, etc,” now 
I ask the people with an ounce of 
brains, what would you think of the 
above “job” if you could carry it out 
now, if said whole block cost you less 
than $100.000. 
Again, less than two years ago. in 
behalf of the President of the St. Vin­ 
cent College, and at my sugge.'-tion to 
him , to be without one dollar’s com­ 
mission to me, I submitted to the City 
Council in writing a proposition to 
either sell to the city the entire block 
of 1200x105 feet, with a building that 
cost $45,000, for tho sum of $100,000, 
or would tuke in exchange the “ city 
hole,” 103x120, corner Second and 
Spring streets as an even trade. The 
same wise owls hooted “ it’s too far 
out and too high.” Tho present own­ 
ers long since refused $300,000. 
I 
ask you people who seem to look only 
a day ahead, what say you now! With 
m uch delay and expense the city 
finally got $100 000 for said 103x120, 
and immediately jumped from thefiy 
ing pan to fire by buying 180 feet in the 
middle of the block on Fort, between 
Second and Third, upon which a con­ 
tract has been let to build a hideous 
looking thing to cost $210,000, which 
when

with

million. 
This 
calls 
for a dead 
wall on the south side, and built on 
the lin e; no alley back, and therefore 
crowded back against the rear of the 
Turnverein H all; and when naturally 
crowded on both sides with private 
business houses, not a foot of ground 
for ornam entation or air.

I eople, will you not be asham ed to 
show this to your visitors as your 
City H all, 
upon Tvhich over one 
quarter of a million had been fooled 
away, and, alas! too far in town by 
the time it is completed, ami too 
much cram ped? 
Since my election 
to the Oitv Council I have revived 
this last chance to extricate our city 
from making a serious m istake. The 
St. Vincent syndicate will take the 
180 feet on Fort, tho 02 feet on Second 
and $150,000 for their entire block of 
1200 feet front, with all buildings 
thereon. 
I for one would heartily ap­ 
prove of this, even if the city had to 
pay the whole $150,000 asa last resort; 
for within five years they will have 
made over one-half million in actual 
value, to say nothing about the spa­ 
cious grouuds for a “ City lla ll,” in 
keeping with a fine structure th at we 
will be proud of.

owners in the neighborhood ought to 
pay one half of this $150,000.

project Beems to meet with opposition 
from our daily pajicrs.

The Board of Fire Commissioners 
hold a special meeting yesterday, at 


11 a. m., at the Mayor’s office, as pre 
viously announced. 
Mayor W ork­ 
m an, Messrs. H um phreys, Teed and a 
num ber of the visiting insurance repi 
resentatives, 
together with sevcra- 
citizens interested in the work of the 
Fire D epartm ent of the city were pres­ 
ent. 
After tlio meeting was called 
to order by Mayor W orkm an, Mr. 
Albert Stillm an, of San Francisco, 
presented a list of formulated tugges- 
tions, stating at the tim e that ho did 
so at the instance and request of mem ­ 
bers ot the Board, hoping, if possible, 
to assist them in furthering the mu­ 
tual interests of the city and insur­ 
ance 
companies here represented. 
The suggestions subm itted for the 
consideration of the Board were as 
follows: 
SUGGESTIONS OK IMPROVEMENTS TO THE 
FIRE PROTECTION TO THIS HONORABLE 
BOARD OF FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 
First: 
That the main on Main 
street be exam ined and if it be found 
as stated, th at its capacity is not suf­ 
ficient to supply two engines (owing 
to theposit of sedim ent) larger m ains 
be substituted. 
Second: That the contract w ith the 
W ater Company, by which a hydrant 
was to be placed at each cross-street, 
be enforced; and th at wherever these 
crossings are more than 450 feet apart, 
an additional hydrant be placed in 
the middle by the city. 
Third: 
That part of the city now 
dependent on zanjas should be further 
protected by cisterns; also that cis­ 
terns be placed in parts of town re­ 
mote from the large main as auxiliary 
to the four-inch maiu. 
Fourth: That the salary of the 
chief engineer be increased to $2000 
per annum . 
Fifte. 
That three additional light 
engines be located at elevated points 
in such parts of the city as the east 
and west portions, in which the pres­ 
ent population is quite large and en ­ 
tirely unprotected. 
Sixth. That the fire M arshal be 
clothed with power suificiout to com­ 
pel the use of iron receptacles for 
ashes, and the keeping of the rear 
yards clear from rubbish, and the en­ 
forcement of building laws. 
Seventh. That a careful investiga­ 
tion of th e present working of the fire 
alarm sj'stem be made. 
Col. W alter S. Moore, ex-chief of 
the fire departm ent, in reference to 
the fire alarm system , stated that in 
his opinion one of the most im portant 
and necessary auxiliaries of un effi­ 
cient fire departm ent was a perf­ 
ect system of 
fire alarms, which 
at 
present 
th e 
city 
did 
not 
possess. 
Time 
and 
time 
again 
he stated, false alarm s were sent in 
by which every station in the city re­ 
ceived different signals, hence only 
one engine reached the place of the 
firo prom ptly; also that often the 
alarm refused to act at a ll; and if at 
all possible, giving the gong only one 
stroke, leaving the departm ent help­ 
less, and entirely at a loss as to the 
location of the firo. 
He did not think 
it possible to ever make the present 
system a success, and advises th at it 
be 
abandoned 
for 
some 
one 
thoroughly tested. 
M r. .Stillman informed the board 
that at many cities of the size of L ob 
Angeles, an’ error in the alarm signal 
scarcely -ever occurred a single time 
in the course of a year. 
Colonel Moore further stated that 
the water supply was all that could 
be wished, if hydrants could be so 
-connected with the m ains as to enable 
them to draw directly from them in­ 
stead of branch mains and pipes. 
H e thought arrangem ents could be 
made with the Mountain W ater Com­ 
pany, lately organized, which would 
ihave a pressure of 140 feet, by which 
th e supply of water would be greatly 
increased’; 
also, th a t it would be 
advisable to make such arrangem ents 
by which the maiu from reservoir 
No. 4 be connected with the street 
m ain on M ain street by a pipe brought 
down on Temple street to bo u?ed 
used only in case of fire. 
Further, 
th at all hydrants be connected directly 
with mains, and that connections be 
made with zanjas, pipes to be used in 
case of a destructive tiro. 
The Colonel stated th at the prin­ 
cipal obstacles he had to encounter 
w hile Chief were the duties of the 
•office being ham pered with politics. 
H ence, he advised every m em ber of 
th e departm ent to free themselves of 
everything of th at nature. 
It was 
suggested th a t there be two assistant 
engineers, the first of whom should 
be the Fire M arshall, invested with 
full police authority. 
Mayor W orkm an 
expressed 
his 
thanks to the gentlomen for their 
proffered suggestions in fitting term s, 
stating that no pains or expense would 
be spared in equipping a departm ent 
which would give the people of Los 
Angeles the greatest protection of 
their property against fire, 
lie re­ 
alized th a t th e city had outgrown 
itself, aud no effort would be spared 
in the attem pt to recover the ground 
lost and to m eet the present dem and. 
At the suggestion of Mr. E. D. 
Farnsworth the Mayor appointed Col­ 
onel Moore, A. Stillman and Mr. Curts 
a committee of three to take further 
action and subm it a detailed plan of 
the proposed changes and improve­ 
m ents to the Board. 
W ith this the Board adjourned sub­ 
ject to the call of the President. 
In the afternoon the Fire Commis­ 
sioners again met in the M ayor’s of­ 
fice to conside the question of provid­ 
ing new tire engines for this citv, but 
owing to the absence of Messrs. Hum 
phreys and Moriarity no action was 
taken in the m atter. The agent of 
the Ahrens fire engine was present 
and produced a num ber of references 
in favor of the engine he represented, 
including one from the Chief of the 
Fire D epartm ent at Chicago and Oak­ 
land, where the engines are used. On 
the motion of Mr. Toed it was resolved 
to advertise for bids for th e supplying 
of one or more engines of the second, 
third or fourth class. 
Adjourned till W ednesday at 10 a . m

cent’» block. He iteíuW'í the propo­ 
sition on grounds similar to those set 
forth in our editorial yesterday morn- 
ing—the amplitude of the site, the 
advantage of a building already on 
the block sufiicient for the present 
exigencies of the public busi­ 
ness, the opportunity a whole 
square would afford foj enlarging and 
embellishing the city’s building, etc., 
etc. It is manifest that Mr. Humph­ 
reys is not only an enthusiastic advo­ 
cate of the scheme, but that he has 
that tender affection for it which 
naturally belongs to the father either 
of a child or an idea. But notwith­ 
standing his warm defense of the 
proposition, conservative people look 
with distrust upon a scheme which 
launches the city again upon a sea of 
city hall speculation. It is true that 
it would look better for the munici- 
cipality to have its public build­ 
ing on ample grounds than in the mid­ 
dle of a crowded block. But a lot 180 
by 163 is not so sms 11 an affair, after 
all, especially when we consider the 
advantage it possessor of being con­ 
venient to the business center. A 
building can be placed upon such a 
Aot that will suit all the purposes of 
the city. In this case, the plans have 
been adopted, the contract for the 
building has been let, and the work 
has been commenced. Stare deciseis 
is a good maxim in the economy of 
public improvements as well as in law 
decisions. But if there is need 
for a whole block for the city hall, 
and we must go as far as Sixth and 
Hill streets for it, why spend $450,000 
of the people’s money iu order to 
obtain it? The city owns a square 
diagonally opposite from the St. Vin­ 
cent block which she can use as the 
site of a municipal building for noth­ 
ing, if she seeB fit to go that far with 
her city hall. If the St. Vincent 
block is near enough, so is the Fifth and 
Hill streets city square near enough. 
The grounds of the latter are all 
laid out and embellished with Irees 
and flowers and walks, and a fine 
public building in its center would 
take nothing from its beauty or at­ 
tractiveness. Here íb a chance for 
the City Council to do a much better 
thing—if a change must be made— 
than to deplete the municipal treasury 
of $450,000 in a whimsical speculation. 
The city was willing a few years 
ago to grant this plaza to the State; 
she can put it now to better 
use, if it be necessary. We submit 
that the best solution of this whole 
business is to let the Fort street 
building go up, use it for a city hall 
nnt.il it no longer meets the wants 
of the public business, and when it is 
deemed advisable to go as far as Sixth 
atreet to find a site for a new edifice, 
Tet it be built in the center of the 
Fifth and Sixth and Hill and 
Olive streets plaza. It will cost 
nothing to wait, and the city’s pres­ 
ent property will so increase in value 
as to sell for enough money to put up 
a palatial edifice when the time 
comes to move further southward. 


The paper currency of Peru has so

The Guano Islands 
were once a sure and prolific source 
Of revenue. But the conqueror ab­ 
! sorbed the revenues from this source 
L so crippled the Government in 
r directions that its paper has 
loet all its commercial value. Pern is 
in even a worse plight now than she 
I when Pizzaro and his followers de­ 
ber temples of their treasure 
»her Inca prisoner, siezed upon 
i and enslaved her people. 


There were laid in the United 
States daring the yesr 1887 12,724 
miles of new railroad tiack. This 
breaks the record in the leading 
branch of modem industrial pursuits. 
The largest total mileage previously 
laid was in 1882, when the figure was 
11,568. In 1886 the total was 9000 
miles. In 1881 9796 miles of new 
track were laid. 
For a period of 
twenty years the figures for the most 
part range at 2000 to 4000 miles. 
From 1874 to 1878 the record shows 
1811 miles as the lowest figure for 
these five years, and 2629 as the high­ 
est mileage in the half decade. From 
1869 to 1873, both inclusive, the new 
track had varied at from 4097 to 7379 
miles. 
A study of the data given above, 
coupled with a little effort at recalling 
the industrial condition of the country 
generally during the years noted, will 
not fail to suggest the intimate con­ 
nection existing between large rail­ 
road development and general pros­ 
perity. The ratio isas fixed between, 
and directly between, the two as that 
between any cause and effect. The 
influence is, of course, reciprocal. 
And were the data at hand it 
would be no difficult task to 
illustrate 
the proposition 
that, 
as a general rule, the nearer 
one gets to the scene of the greatest 
railroad progress the nearer he gets to 
the most flush times in all sorts of 
business. 
If this is so, it will be interesting to 
make an anatyticfil 8tudy of the pro­ 
gres.

The heart of the continent is the 
spot where the greatest activity pre­ 
vails. The very bull’s eye, so to- 
speak, of this enterprise is Kansas 
City. In the State of Kansas 2070 
miles of new track was laid. This is 
nearly one-sixth of the grand total. 
More than half the mileage credited 
to the Pacific States’is due to our own 
State where 358 miles of new road 
was built. Nearly half of that figure 
goes to the credit of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe system center­ 
ing in the City of Los Angeles. The 
same excellent authority quoted 
above says: 
Evidence of the tremendous rush 
of travel to California is given in the 
statement that during the past year 
there were received at the Kansas 
City Union depot 524,470 pieces of 
baggage, while 535,588 pieces were 
sent out, an increase in the total 
number of pieces handled of 269,240 
over last year. 
We believe that of the total mileage 
for the year under review the Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe Company 
laid 1694 miles of new track. It is 
also noteworthy that when all the 
lines under construction between 
Chicago and Kansas City are com­ 
pleted there will be no less than nine 
independent roads between the two 
points. It is estimated that there are 
150,000 miles of road in the Union, 
and of this Kansas had in June last 
6549 miles. At the end of the year it 
is estimated that there were nearly 
1000 miles of roads in the Slate, half 
of which had been constructed in a 
period of ten years. 
Real 
estate 
transactions are 
a pretty good index to the general 
progress being made in any section. 
It is too generally considered that 
Los AngeleB has been altogether 
unparalleled in the matter of sales of 
realty. This is somewhat of a mis' 
take. Last year the sales of realty in 
this county as shown by the Record­ 
er’s books, foot up the enormous total 
of about $96,000,000. The previous 
year the total sales aggregated about 
$27,000,000. At Kansas City 1887 
made a record of $97,000,000. While 
for 1886 the figure was $55,000,000. 
But if the construction of railroads 
means an era of prosperity to the sec­ 
tion where these enterprises are going 
forward, the influence of such move­ 
ments is hardly less marked in the 
centers where the material for these 
exploits is prepared. The track laid 
in 1887 is estimated to have taken un 
average of ninety tons of rails per 
mile. We still follow the Railway 
Age for our data. There is little other 
than steel rails now used, and 
while 56-pound rails is the sort 
generally required, steel weighing 60, 
65 and 70 pounds to the yard is a 
thing not uncommon. The total con­ 
sumption of steel rails for the country 
last year is put at 2,000,000 tons. 
Nearly half ol this was required in re­ 
laying old roads and rather more than a 
moiety went to “iron” the new roads- 
A still more interesting question for 
us than this discussion of the past is 
the prospects for the future. There 
were many outgivings during the 
past fall 
to the effect that 
not much new road would be 
built during 1888. This now turns 
out to have been a ruse on the part of 
the astute people engaged in thiB 
greatest of all our industries, the pur­ 
pose being to get their steel a little 
cheaper. Doubtless under the im­ 
pression that the demand would be 
light, many orders were placed to 
great advantage to the builders. But 
such false representations cannot long 
be mad* to serve. Industry soon 
feels the pulse of definite demand. It 
now transpires that the rolling mills 
see their year’s work pretty distinctly 
outlined for the year, and the 
hum of industry will be brisk. 
It must be noted that the 150,000 
miles of road in use is constantly 
giving out at one point or other, where 
tho track must be relaid. If it now

ment of worn out rails, we 
have work for a large number of 
hands in that part of the requirements. 
But besides that, there will be a large 
mileage of new road built before the 
close of this year. In 1887 California 
was the twelfth in the list of States 
in the matter of new roads built. 
The current year will put the 
Golden State much nearer the head 
of the class. Los Angeles will 
still be the center of most of this en­ 
terprise for California, and while 
there is built prehaps three .hundred 
miles of new road in this section, we 
need have no apprehensions about 
maintaining our prosperity. Kansas 
indicates to us wjiatisyet to be achiev­ 
ed in California, and Kansas City 
stands sponsor for the futnro of Los 
Angeles.

WHAT IS PROTECTION? 


Instructive Argument by 
a Wool Manufacturer. 


OPERATION OP THE TARIFF. 


Facts and Flgrnres Which Prove 
the A bsurdity of the Advo­ 
cates of a High Taritf. 


P rovidence, R . I., December 20.— 
Rowland Hazard, of the Peace Dale 
Woolen M anufacturing Company, is 
widely known in the trade, 
and 
w herever wool is grown or manufac­ 
tured in this country, as a m an of 
ideas as well as of fino business ca­ 
pacity. 
Since 1842 ho has not been a 
protectionist in th e sense in which 
the word is generally used hero. 
He 
has always m aintained th a t the pres­ 
e n t tariff protected neither the wool 
m anufacturers nor the wool grow er; 
th a t 
it 
fostered 
neither 
indus­ 
try ; 
th at 
it 
did 
not 
prevent 
•competition 
by foreign wools and 
foreign 
goods, 
aud 
that 
it 
imposed a heavy tax upon productive 
industry. 
After a trial of tw enty 
fears, the tariff has proved a failure, 
In his opinion. That the American 
workingman m ay be profitably em ­ 
ployed, the American wool grower 
furnished with a good m arket, and 
the 
American 
wool manufacturer 
lifted out of tho slough of despond, 
the tariff, 
he claims, 
should be 
lowered. 
He believes, and has al­ 
ways believed, th at the prosperity of 
tho wool m anufacturer means the 
prosperity of th e wool grower. 
¿’or years Mr. H azard stood almost 
alone among woolen manufacturers in 
his attitude toward the tariff. 
H is 
opinions found few believers. Nothing 
daunted, he claim ed that his oppon­ 
ents 
would 
finally 
adm it 
that 
he 
was right. 
Mr. 
H azard 
has 
lived to see his prophecy fulfilled. 
In 
1884 ho made an address to 
tho 
W ashington 
county 
(Rhode 
Island) Agricultural Society, of which 
ho was President, that attracted un­ 
looked for attention. 
A portion of 
the address was on topics of interest 
to 
tho 
farm ers 
alone, but tho 
■'re'iter part 
of 
it was a care­ 
fully condensed history of tho wool- 
growi' g industry of the country. The 
address appeared in some 
of tbe 
Rhode Island newspapers, but the de­ 
m and for it 'was so strong that the 
newspaper edition 
was 
soon 
ex­ 
hausted. Mr. Hazard was induced to 
have it printed in pam phlet form, and 
in this shape it was distributed all 
over the country to those who re­ 
quested copies. The pam phlets were 
exhausted without satisfying the de­ 
mand, ami a digest of the address has 
lu st been prepared for further distri­ 
bution. 
* Wool 
Growing 
and tho 
Tariff” is its tille, and at this ]>artieu- 
lar time it is worthy of space in the 
Times. 
Its contents aro as follows: 
There is a widespread belief that 
the question, 
‘‘Does a protective 
tariff 
benefit 
the 
wool-growers?” 
m ust be answered in the affirmative. 
So general is the belief that there 
is 
a 
strong 
prejudice 
against 
any 
exam ination 
of 
tho 
sub­ 
ject. 
The ordinary answer to the 
question is th at the tariff on wool is 
for “ the protection of the American 
wo >1 grower against ths ruinous com­ 
petition of free foreign wool. 
Of 
course it is a benefit. Take off the 
tariff and wo could not grow wool in 
th e United States.” 
Now’, it is to be observed that this 
answer is exceedingly general in its 
character. 
It gives no statistics to 
show how the tariff has actually pro­ 
duced the good effect it claims. 
It 
relies, apparently, on the single word 
“ protection,” and on the single and 
child-lik-j faith «f the wool-growers 
th a t they are protected because the 
tariff under which they are struggling 
is called a protective tariff. 
Is this answer satisfactory ? Would 
it not be more satisfactory, after our 
long experience with a high “ pro­ 
tective” tariff, to have pointed out 
tho small beginnings of sheep hus­ 
bandry, the growth of the flocks 
under the fostering care of tho tariff, 
the increasing prosperity of the wool- 
growers, and the high prices they 
obtained for their wools? 
But, strange to say, no tariff orator 
has ever given point to his argum ent 
by the recital of such statistics. The 
simple fact is th at they cannot bo 
citod with truth ; they do not exist. 
If such benefits have not followed 
tho enactment of high tariffs, what re­ 
sults have followed? In all soberness 
and eandor let us examine this sub­ 
ject. 
I^et us not be beguiled by art­ 
ful politicians, who simply regard the 
m atter as a bait to catch votes. 
But the tim e íh coming, if it has not 
already come, when tho intelligent 
woolgrowers of this great country can 
no longer be led by such a senseless 
cry. They will exam ine this question 
in the light of exp -rience and of rea­ 
son, and they will decide the case ac­ 
cording to its m erits. Such an exam ­ 
ination and such a decision tho friends 
of tariff reform most earnestly desire. 
The first striking fact to notice about 
the high tariff on wool is that the re­ 
sults aim ed at by its projectors have 
failed to be realized. The tariff of 18G7 
was passed to encourage wool growing 
and to foster wool manufacturing. Tne 
term s were settled at a convention of 
wool-growers aud wool-manufacturers 
It was expected to raise the price of 
wool and tho price of goods, and it 
was particularly expected to increase 
the growth of wool. 
None of these results followed the 
enactm ent of this tariff. On the con­ 
trary, directly after the passage of the 
tariff of 1807 there was a largo falling 
off in the wool product, especially in 
the border States east of the Missis­ 
sippi river, which up to that time had 
been tho great wool-producing States. 
The following table shows in the 
last column the total wool clip of the 
U nited States from 1860 to 1877 in­ 
clusive. The second column shows 
the clip of tho older States, sepa­ 
rated from th at of California, Texas, 
the Southern States and the Territo­ 
ries. This separation is not abso­ 
lutely complete, as some tub and 
some pulled wool from the new wool- 
producing sections have been added 
to the product of the older States. 
B ut whatever error there is makes the 
wool product of the older States ap­ 
pear larger than it actually is :

On exam ining these figures it will 
be seen th at there was a notable in­ 
crease in the wool clip both of tho 
U nited States and of the older States

1867; but aftej 1868 there was a fall­ 
ing off every year till 1871, and the 
>roduct was not again reached until 
874. 
T hat is to say, under the fos­ 
tering care of the tariff the produc­ 
tion in the United States absolutely 
declined, or did not inoreose for six 
years. The country grew and ex ­ 
panded in nil other directions, but its 
wool industry stood still. 
If tho product of the older States 
alone is considered, the decrease h 
even 
wore 
marked. 
The lowest 
w int was also reached in 1871, but 
n 1877, ten ypars after the tariff was 
enacted, the clip was less than it was 
in 1808. 
In fact, the figures of 1868 
were not exceeded until 1881. 
In 
1880 the produce of the older States 
was 148,000,000 pounds, and in 1881 
it was 104,000,000 pounds, while in 
1808 it was 150,000,000. In th e face 
of these figures it certainly cannot be 
claimed that the taritf of 1867 fostered 
and increased the growth of wool. No 
such result followed its enactment. 
If we look at the returns of tho 
num ber 
sheep as given by the agri­ 
cultural repor.s we find .a similar 
state of facts. 
Im m ediately after tho 
enactm ent of the tariff of 1807 the 
num ber of slieep in the groat wool- 
producing Slates began to decline. 
Tho total num ber of sheep in the 
United States is given for 1867 as 
39,885,385. In 1877 it was 35,804,200. 
After ten years of protection there 
were fewer sheep in the United States 
than there were when the protecting 
tariff was enacted. 
The loss of sheep in the great A'ool- 
growing States was frightful. 
The 
following table gives tho num ber for 
the principal years, showing the low­ 
est ebb in 1878, since which time 
there has been a gradual increase. It 
will be noted that in y*78 Ohio, Mich­ 
igan, and all the great wool growing 
States had only about half as many 
sheep as they had in 1867. 
It has 
been said that these returns are inac­ 
curate. but after making all reasona­ 
ble alloman es for inaccuracies the 
fact rem ains evident beyond a doubt 
th a t no increase in tho num ber of 
sheep followed the enactm ent of tho 
tariff of 1867. 
On the contrary, there 
was a large decrease. 
Ohio, in February, 1866, had 6,568,­ 
052 sheep; in February, 1867, 7,159,- 
"77; in February, 
1869, 
she had 
,300,000; in January. 1877, she had 
,900,000; January, ‘1878, 3,783,000; 
Januarv, 1879, 4,040,000; December, 
1880, 4,243,616; January, 1882, 5,951,­ 
511. 
M ichigan, in 1880, had 3,473,075; in 
1882 she had 2,820,752. 
Pennsylvania, in 1800, had 3,230,­ 
440 ; in 1882 she had 1,785,481. 
New York, 1860, had 5,117,148; in 
1882 she had 1,732,332. 
Indiana, in 1800, had 2,783,367; in 
1882 she had 1.111,516. 
Illinois, in 1366, had 2,446,081; in 
18S2 she had 1,026,702. 
Wisconsin, in 1886, had 1,260,000; 
in 1882 she had 1,350,175. 
Iowa, in 1800, had 1,950,752; in 
1882 she had 482,681. 
The total num ber of slieep in all 
those States iu 1866 was 26,829,815; 
in 1867,29,879,222; in 1869,26,232,130; 
in 1877, 14.769,800; 1878, 12,893,000: 
1879, 13,527,500; in 1880, 14,122,778; 
in 1882, 13,701,150. 
Texas, in 1807, had 9,401,195; in 
1882, 0,850,000. 
California, in 1809, had 2,200,400; 
in 1880, 0,352,344. 
According to agricultural reports, 
the whole num ber of sheep in the 
United States in 1867 was 39,885,386; 
in 1877 it was 35,804,200; in 1879 it 
was 38,123,800; in 1880 it was 43,576,­ 
899 ; in 1880, by census, 42,192,074 ; 
in 1881 it was 45,016,224. 
In order to see if any connection can 
be traced between the price of wool 
and the tariff, the following table is 
presented, showing the tariff changes 
since 1847 and the m arket prices of 
w’ool for each year. For convenience 
of comparison the specific tariff rates 
have been changed to ad valorem by 
assuming a probable value for wools 
im ported. The m arket price is that 
given by Jam es Lynch and George 
W illiam 
Bond.

Tho tariff adm itted nearly all the 
fino wools of South America aud 
Cape of Good Hope, and many of 
those grown in Australia, free. 
Wool 
osting over tw enty cents was taxed 
twenty-four per cent, ad valorem. 
Undor the tariff of 1862 wool costing 
over twenty-four cents was taxed nine 
cents per pound; as under this clause 
only very high cost scoured wools 
would lie selected, the duty m ight be 
less than twenty per cent. 
Exam ination of the table will show 
that there has been no definite con­ 
nection between the pi ice of w ool 
and the t -riff. 
There have been high 
prices under low tariffs and low prices 
under high tariffs. The best average 
pricea/>f the whole period, omitting 
1871 ami 1872, were obtained under 
alm ost free trade in the four years 
1857 to 18G0 inclusive. No other con­ 
secutive four years gives as good an 
average. Imm ediately a'ter the pas- 
8igo of the tariff iu 1867 there was a 
marked fall in price. Then there 
was a rise for four years, culminating 
in the high prices of the wool famino 
of 1871 and 1872. 
Since then there 
has been an almost continuous fall in 
prices considerably below the aver­ 
age of the ante-high tariff period. 
The two years of 1871 and 1872 
were exceptional. The high prices 
indicated an actual scarcity of wool. 
The wool clip of the country had 
fallen to a point where it could not 
supply the actual wants, and in the 
next two years, 1872 and 1873, we im­ 
ported very nearly as much foreign 
wool as we had im ported in the pre­ 
vious seven years. 
Scarcity then was the cause of the 
high prices of 1871 and 1872. 
But if 
it is claimed that these high prices 
were the legitimate effect of the tariff, 
as the tariff had produced the scar­ 
city, let the claim be granted. The 
tariff was im potent to m aintain them, 


In 1673 there was a heavy fall, an4 
the coarse has been downward, with 
a few exceptions, ever since. 
The tariff of 1867 has, then, most 
certainly failed to give the wool-grow­ 
er a stable high price for his wool. In 
fact, high prices for wool cannot be 
said to nave followed the enactment 
of that tariff. 
In looking a t the question, 
“ Why 
protection does not protect the wool- 
grower,” we m ust rem ember that the 
causes of economic phenomena are 
often very obscure. 
The simple fact 
that one phenom ena follows another 
is not sufficient to establish tho rela­ 
tion of cause and effect. 
We must be 
careful, therefore, not to attribute the 
bad results which followed the passage 
of the tariff of 1807 solely to that act. 
There wore doubtless other contribut­ 
ing causes. 
But we are upon very 
safe ground w hen, hazing found that, 
following the pas sago of that tariff, 
sheep were slaughtered, the product 
of 
wool 
decreased, 
and 
prices 
of wool did not rise, we 
infer 
from 
these 
facts 
th a t 
the en­ 
actm ent of the tariff of 1807 failed to 
foster and encourage the growth of 
wool, and failed to insure high prices 
for wool. It was expressly designed 
to encourage the woul-grower, and it 
had no such effect. 
Tho reason of this failure is not far 
to seek. It it perfectly clear that 
wool-growers are dependent on wool- 
manufacturers for their m arket. If 
woolen goods cannot be sold at a 
profit, wool m ust decline in price un­ 
til they can be. The absence of pros­ 
perity among manufacturers is a sure 
indication of a bad m arket for wool. 
The fact of this dependence of wool- 
growers on wool-manufacturers cannot 
lie too strongly insisted upon, and it 
must always be borne in mind in any 
intelligent discussion of the subject 
It was through the wool manufactur­ 
ers th at the tariff of 1867 injured 
the wool-growers. Tho country did 
not produce enough 
wool for its 
wants. 
It did not 
produce 
the 
kinds of wool required for certain 
fabrics, and suddenly th e cost to the 
manufacturer of all im ported wools 
was largely advanced. 
The mills 
could not run without these imported 
wools. Those mills which had used a 
m ixture of domestic 
and foreign 
wools were forced either to buy their 
domestic wool for less or advance the 
cost of their fabrics. A struggle was 
thus begun by manufacturers to put 
down the prices of wool and put up 
the price of goods, and such a strug­ 
gle was entirely inconsistent with 
prosperity. The wool-growers neces­ 
sarily had a bad market. 
A grave error was also committed 
by the fram ers of the tariff of 1867 
when they assumed that the price of 
goods could be advanced* by the 
makers to any desirable point. 
Wool 
was to be advanced and goods were 
to be put at a corresponding price. 
But this can never be done. Price 
cannot be fixed arbitrarily. The abil 
ity of the consumer to buy is the final 
governing fact. 
No legislation can 
affect this, and if the price is fixed 
above this ability no sales can be 
made. Further, at a certain price a 
certain quantity of an article can bo 
sold. At a lower price it comes within 
the ability of a new set of customers 
and inoro can be sold. 
If the price 
is raided the consumption is at once 
diminished. 
No juggling with tho 
tariff can evade this principle. 
By 
increasing the cost of the imported 
raw m aterial the tariff could aud did 
increase the cost of good9,but it could 
not make 
consumers 
buy 
them . 
M anufacturerh had to work under 
most unfavorable circumstances, and 
the wool m arket was necessarily de­ 
pressed. 
It may be asked why, if these 
things are so, public attention has 
not been called to the m atter and a 
remedy applied ? W hy have not the 
facts been pointed out? The truth is, 
the facts have been pointed out over 
and over again, but they have not 
been exam ined by the people. 
“ Pro­ 
tection to American labor” has been 
considered a sufficient answer. 
The 
fact was at the time patent to any ob­ 
server, th a t for years following the 
passage of the Tariff Act of 1867 both 
wool-manufacturing and wool-grow­ 
ing were in a far from prosperous con­ 
dition. 
During 
this 
period 
it 
was 
a 
very 
common 
circum­ 
stance for 
the 
agent 
or 
com­ 
mission m erchant to find that he 
had over-advanced to the m anu­ 
facturer. 
Then followed a mortgage 
on tho m ill property as security for 
the overdrafts. The almost invariable 
result of this was th a t the mortgage 
was foreclosed, and the commission 
m erchant became the owner of the 
factory. 
In this way A. T. Stewart 
acquired mill after mill, until he be­ 
came one of largest wool manufactu­ 
rers in tho country. 
But even his 
¡.reat business abil ity- failed to make 
his factories pay, and ho is commonly 
believed to have lost heavily by liis 
woolen mills. A t his deatli his es­ 
tate was burdened with a large num ­ 
ber of these non-paying properties. 
The business of wool manufacturing 
in the years following tho enactment 
of tho tariff of 1867 was universally 
conceded to be a very difficult busi­ 
ness. 
Success could 
only be at­ 
tained by great skill in producing 
goods exactly suited to the wants of 
the m arket, and by great economy in 
all the operations of the m ill. These 
conditions continue to exist, though 
they have been somew hat ameliorated 
by the principle of tho survival of the 
fittest. 
There is another part of this ques­ 
tion which is imperfectly understood 
—that is the persistent importation 
both of raw wool and of manufactured 
goods, in spite of the high tariff. 
In 
the following table will be found the 
values of the imports of wool and of 
woolen goods, beginning in 1865, the 
year after the war, and ending with 
1884: 


the sam e time increased' over one* 
third. In 1881 they declined again, 
wool receding from $23,500,000 to 
$9,5000,000, and goods from $38,500.­ 
000 to $31,000,000». The ordinary va­ 
riations from year to year are from 10 
to 25 per cent. 
Now, such fluctua­ 
tions imply very unstable conditions, 
and stability is a most necessary ele­ 
m ent in continued prosperity. The 
high tariff is a disturbing cause which 
prevents stability. 
8ince 1881 we liave imported wool 
at the rate of about $11,000,000 a 
yeas, and goods on an average of 
about $40,000,000. 
Now, it must be 
borne in mind th a t the wool in woolen 
goods imported competes with native 
wool just as much as raw wool im­ 
ported. 
The value of the wool in the 
woolen goods is from 50 to 85 per cent 
of the whole value, and as the value 
given in the table is the value before 
the duty is paid, tbe value of the wool 
and goods as they enter into consump­ 
tion will be from 33K 
45 per cent 
more than the sums set down h ere:

This makes the total value to the 
consumer of raw wool imported $50,­ 
850,000. 
The value of our entire wool clip is 
less than $100,000,000, probably not 
much over $85,000,000, so that our 
im port of foreign wool is moro than 
one half our home product. Now, 
wo import this large am ount of wool 
and goods because we must. The 
tariff tax which is paid on it comes 
out of the pockets of laborers and les­ 
sens the ability of our consumers, and 
so helps to destroy our home market. 
In this way, again, the tariff under­ 
mines what it seeks to build up. 
Further, suppose the tariff admitted 
w ithout duty the wool which enters 
into the imported manufactured goods, 
then these goods could be made by 
our own workmen. They would com­ 
pete no more w ith home-grown wools 
than they now do, but the American 
wool manufacturer would get tho 
profit of working these wools which 
the foreign manufacturer now receives, 
and our foreign commerce would be 
increased by diiect trade with the 
great wool-producing countries of the 
world. 
The high tariff throws away 
these advantages and gives no com­ 
pensating benefit to the wool-grower. 
Under the high protective tariff we 
have, then, a system which has been 
found to fail entirely in producing the 
results desired. 
It has neither fos­ 
tered wool-growing nor wool-manu­ 
facturing; it does not even prevent 
the competition of foreign wool and 
foreign goods. 
It imposes a heavy 
tax upon productive industry. It has 
been tried now for over tw enty years. 
Is it deserving of a longer trial? 
Ought not the statesmen of our nation, 
instead of appealing to the prejudices 
of tho voters by the cry of “ protec­ 
tion,” to Beek some means to place 
the manufacturing industries of the 
country on a prosperous basis, to the 
end that American workingmen may 
be profitably employed and Ameri­ 
can wool growers may bo furnished 
with a good m arket? 
This can only be done for the woolen 
industry by lowering the tariff and so 
extricatiDg it from the strained and 
awkward poeition iu which it is placed 
and by allowing the American m anu­ 
facturer a fair field in which to exer­ 
cise his skill. The prosperity of the 
manufacturer will be the prosperity of 
the wool grower. 
As Mr. Hazard, in his arraignm ent 
of the “ protective” tariff system, has 
given the price of wool up to and in­ 
cluding 1883, it only rem ains for the 
Times’ correspondent to give the price 
of medium Ohio wool for tho suc­ 
ceeding years to date. The price in 
1883 is given as 43 cents per pound; 
in 1884 it was 34 1-10; in 1885,32 2-10; 
in 1886, 35, and in 1887 from 80 to 32 
cento per pound. 
As the tariff on 
certain kinds of wool amounts to 100 
per cent., it is difficult, considering 
the present price of wool, to see how 
the tariff m aintains prices.—fCor. N. 
Y . Times.

A tolerated outrage, and one which 
i« telling and will continue to tell 
against Los Angeles, is the extortion­ 
ate rents of houses and rooms. The 
clim ate, the land and the business 
advantages are being boomed at 
tremendous 
ra te ; in consequonce 
of which people of all circumstances 
and from all parts of the U nited 
States are pouring into the City of the 
Angels. 
Those who come with a 
good bank account, and who can 
afford to buy lots and erect homes, 
fare indifferently w ell; but those who 
have migrated with nothing in the 
way of capital, except 
hopo and 
energy, 
ore 
in 
some 
respects 
worse off than the Rocial outcasts of 
older and larger cities. 
Near the 
Santa Monica treight depot, or Park 
Station, as it is more generally 
known, there is a big barn, over the 
door of which is inscribed, “ Tram ps’ 
H all,” and which is said to 
be 
th e Mecca 
of 
th at 
footsore fra­ 
ternity. 
But there 
is no such 
refuge as this even for the many 
who neither own nor can afford to 
own houses in Los Angeles; and who, 
so to speak, are more unfortunate 
than either the dreaded tarantula or 
th e despised gopher, both of which 
can get and hold for a certain period, 
land upon their own terms. 
I have 
had these facts fooced up>n me 
recently 
by 
painful 
experience; 
but an experience which I regret to 
know is shared by all who occupy 
sim ilar circumstances. 
For three 
months a family of five and consider­ 
able furniture and countless trunks, 
were wedged into two rooms, waiting 
as best we could for the possession of 
th e entire house, which was promised 
to us at $30 per month. 
At last wo 
got the place to ourselves, and in 
a delirium of joy set about keeping 
house on an Eastern plan (somewhat 
-condensed) once more. 
At the ex­ 
piration of the first month, however, 
the landlord, who had known from 
the first th at in the absence of p i n ­ 
holes we were compelled to use gaso­ 
line. assumed to discover that inflam­ 
mable fluid on the premises, and there­ 
by made it an excuse to raise the rent 
$5, whereupon we protested, and he 
passed the property over to a pur 
chaser who has every appearance of 
being a bogus; but who, all the same, 
h as legally notified us that in futu>e 
th e rent is to be $45. So it is all over 
th e citv. The poorest and most iso­ 
lated houses are 
renting for $25 
and $30, 
wliile single rooms can 
n o t be bad ior less ihan $10 or 
$15. 
Thj.s taken into consideration 
w ith the exorbitant prices of wood 
and coal, the occasional scarcity of 
gasoline and the horrible quali'v of 
oil which is being sold, such as “ The 
American Flag” brand, etc., makes 
living a serious questi >u to a Urge 
majority 
of 
the 
Los Angeleflos 
of th e ' present 
day. 
Vegetables, 
groceries, m eats, milk and bread 
range here as they do elsewhere, but 
fuel and houses, “ there’s the rub.” 
T he question therefore arises, “ W hat 
will be done with the H om eless?” 
Send them East again with a horrible 
idea of Southern California, or pro­ 
vide them with homes such 
as 
they 
have 
left 
behind. 
If 
somebody woui 1 start a building 
association, that would be a help;_ or 
if the passion prevailing for buying 
and selling could he changed into a 
passion for buildin.j and renting, Los 
Angeles m ight becomo to the poor the 
paradise it is to the rich. 


U n reason ab le D em an ds. 
A few days ago I heard an old Cali­ 
fornian rem ark to a new com er who 
was complaining about the mud, 
“ You waut too much candy for a 
cent.” 
The rebuke shot directly 
home. 
But to relapse from the in­ 
elegant to the elegant, it is only just 
to say that the strangers who come 
to Los Angeles expect too much cli­ 
m ate for any terrestrial globe to give. 
For more thau nine months out of the 
year a cloudless sky and a dune-like 
atm osphere make Southern Califor­ 
nia a land of eternal spring. 
During 
th e 
other 
three 
months, which 
are interspersed with the nine, the 
sunshine and the rain mingle their 
smiles and tears together. If it never 
rained, the dust would become un­ 
bearable 
and 
vegetation 
would 
become 
a 
thing 
of 
the 
past; 
so th at would not do or please either. 
Therefore, God who has been partic­ 
ularly partial in H is creation of Cali­ 
fornia, has arranged that just as little 
w ater shall fall as possible, and that 
a t a given period. 
Well, if it must 
fall, it must also run off; and as 
civilization has as yet discovered 
no 
system 
of 
drainage 
that 
is perfect enough to catch and dis­ 
pense raindrops without moistening 
the earth ; so after a heavy storm , the 
walking is naturally bid. 
If the per­ 
sons who so seriously object to th e 
condition of the streets, and who «lur­ 
ing the rainy season so sneeringly 
speak of 
“ the glorious climate of 
California” could recall 
the cold 
winters they have left behind them , 
the rains th at soak everything in the 
summer as well as in th ^ winter, 
and the snow banked like mountains 
in front of their doors, they doubtless 
would be better natured and more 
appreciated. 
Besides, the crisp air 
which is here called cold, is really 
nothing but the October weather, 
which in other sections of the country 
is esteemed as so delightful. As for 
the “ thin blood” of which so much is 
said, and which is reputed to be sub­ 
ject to every chilly b last; it íb like 
the spoiled child, who is too used to 
cake to care to eat bread. 
And the 
languor occasioned by the warmth 
and monotony of the weather, and the 
various diseases which since they have 
been here, have assailed the few peo­ 
ple who before they came were won­ 
ders of 
health "and vigor — well, 
heaven wouldn’t agree with every­ 
body, so we can’t expect Southern 
Oahfornia to, either. 


Truth* 
W hen Chaucer said “ Truth is the 
highest thing a m an may keep,” I 
suppose he m eant a woman, too. And 
so it is. 
W hat is so beautiful as the 
honesty which nothing can corrode, 
and which at all times and under 
all circumstances sets its possessor 
apart 
as 
a 
person 
who is to 
be absolutely 
relied 
upon. 
Yet 
in business, in 
society 
and 
in 
fact in every day life, it is a virtue 
which 
is 
roughly handled or is 
altogether trodden under foot. The 
fashionable woman who instructs her 
servant to say she is “ out” when she 
is in ; the m erchant who makes false 
statem ents about his wares or his 
transactions, 
and 
the 
host 
or 
'the hostess 
who, 
for 
the 
sake 
of being brilliant, spins groundless 
ialM of incident or adventure, have 


no right to be regarded as truthful, 
and consequently ought to be ranked 
•with the falsifier, wh om everybody 
despises and distrusts. 
It does not 
m atter, if upon certain occasions and 
and when hard pressed, we descend 
to 
a t 
least 
equivocate. 
Truth 
is 
truth, 
and 
as 
such 
it de­ 
serves to be exalted and protected. 
The best way, however, to nrm ly es­ 
tablish it is to commence at the cradle 
to teach a child never to deviate from 
“ the truth, the whole truth nn«l noth­ 
ing but the tru th .” 
Thus candor 
could be made habitual if not consti­ 
tutional, and so would cling as closely 
to a nature as elothieg clings to 
a body. 
The 
trouble 
is 
that 
too 
little 
thought 
or 
attention 
is 
given 
to 
the 
matter. 
That 
boys and girls who deceive, without 
scarcely knowing it themselves, or. 
indeed, anyone else knowing it, grow 
up into men and women who perpet­ 
uate the evil and so on, into m aturity 
which sends out its m any roots into 
the world and into the household, 
is not to be 
wondered 
at. 
It 
is said that women deceive more than 
men. I don’t think so. They deceive 
in a different way, to l>e rure, hiding 
from necessity, natures which men 
are privileged to display; and assum ­ 
ing attractions and qualities to which 
they have no legitímate title. 
But 
who is so unfair as the average busi­ 
ness m an? 
The jolly fellow who 
amuses liis club or his individual 
friends with his unique stories, or the 
husband who is alwav« having a 
good time, yet who with lies, fabri­ 
cates engagements of great import­ 
ance, deludes his trusting wife into 
the belief that he is working himseli 
to death. 
Still, as it is, women who 
have to deal with and rear the lad* 
who afterwards become these self­ 
same business men, jolly fellows and 
iniquitous husbands, it behooves the 
gentler sex to take the mote out of 
its own eye before it assails the beam 
which is in the other’s eye. 
Make 
truth a necessity; lying a disgrace. 
Depend upon the man or th e woman 
who has won a reputation for sincer­ 
ity. and question the man or woman 
whose candor is doubtful, and one- 
half of the cynicism which poisons 
society like a rank weed will become 
a tiling of the past. The world needs 
confidence, confidence in hum anity;

stand it over boiling wat r un’il dis 
sotveil, add to it the sugar and the 
strawberry juice and strain through 
a fine strainer into a tin basin; place 
the basin in a pan of ice aud stir con­ 
stantly until it thickens, then add the 
cream whipped; stir carefully until 
thoroughly mixed ; pour into á mold 
and stund in a cold place to harden ;

In 1844 he came to 
Loudúñ under the auspices of Mr. 
Lumley, and practically directed the 
operations of the operatic troupe col­ 
lected by that entrepeneur.

its mem bers 
were Fraschini, 
La- 
blache, 
Colletti and Jenny Lind 
Panofka rem ained in London until 
the year 1802, when 
he returned 
definitely to Paris. 
H e became at­ 
tached to the staff of several musical 
journals, notably the Messager and the 
Temps, and was the Paris correspond­ 
ent of the new Musical Gazette of 
Leipsic, founded by Schumann. 
He 
was very successful in the tutorial 
art, and in 1858 he published a work 
entitled “ The Art of Singing,” in 
which he gave a resume of his iabors. 
This work has since been very useful 
to professors in Germany, France and 
England. 
I’anofka was’ the author of 
a num ber of fantasies, of an elegy, a 
caprice, etc., and a num ber of studies 
for the violin, entitled “ Reveries.” 
In 1858 there appeared eighty-eight 
of his pieces as a vocal “ Abeeo¡liare,” 
and a num ber of his religious pieces 
were also published under the title of 
"H ours of Devotion.”

The term C atarrh la applied to a peculiar disorder of the nostrils and ad jacen t parts 
w hich prevails to an alarm ing extent, an d is productive of very serious cousequences. 
The most prom inent and ch aracteristic feature is a m orbid discharge from th e head, 
vary in g in its n atu re at different tim es. 
In some there is an alm ost constant flow of clear, aorid fluid, but oftoner an offen­ 
sive, purulent or m uco p u ru len t, greenish jellow m atter is secreted, w hich accum ulate* 
in th e nostrils or drops Into th e throat, necessitating its freq u en t removal by blow ing 
the nose or expect ration, an d often by botn processes. tíoim.’tim es patients feel as 
though th eir w hole head was in a state of rotteuucsB, so great is th e am o u n t of m atter 
discharged an d so f a t id is mb odor. The p ath nt Is greatly annoyed bv th e constant drop­ 
ping tato tho th ro at of th e m orbid m atter from th e head, a n d a s a recum bent position 
n atu rally favors th e flow down w ard, his rest is frequently disturbed from this cause. 
Many sufferers are obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch elevated in order to sleep w ith 
som e degree of com fort. 
K 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlogm collects behind an d above th e soft 
phlato, in th e passage between the throat and head, adhering to iho parts w ith glulsh 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration aud creates a sensation of irritation and 
uneasiness in th e affected locality, w hich gives rise to n constant and alm ost iriesistible 
desire to relieve th e discom fort by draw ing tho m m us in to th e th ro at so as to reject it by 
th e m outh. T his practice, popm arly know n as “ haw king,” is characteristic of C atarrh, 
and proves as cm ha m u sin g t . the one affected, as it is disagreeable to ihose around him . 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens and deposits itself ou the m em brane in th e 
shape of dry. hard concretions, w hich are discharged by the wav of th e nostrils or th ro at 
in lum ps or fragm ents of a deep g re ta tin t. 
In some cases these incrustations accum u­ 
late to such an ex ten t as to form a regular plug in the nose, w hich obstructs breathing 
and produces serious discom fort. 
So flrm lydotbc.se incrustations adhere to th e point 
of attachm ent that th eir removal usually requires Ihe m ost violent efforts aud not un- 
frequently they have to be torn from tb e m em brane. O ccasionally u solid east of nota­ 
ble size is expelled ou w hich there are generally traces of blood, but in some cases the 
cast presents a tu b u lar appearance, being o l ex act shape of the nasal cavity. This con­ 
d itio n is indicative of ulceration, w hich, in tim e, m ay destroy th e bony stru ctu r cf tho 
none and produce a subsequent flattening of th at organ. 
’ 
Cases are occasionally m et w ith iu w hich it tliiek, viscid, slim y secretion coats tho 
m em bram e of th e nasal cavities and then putrefltte, giving rise to a stench w hich is 
really overpow ering, uud sufficiently fetid to poison th e atm osphere of a w hole room, 
an d there are others iu w hich all secretions of th e m euibraae are suspended, causing an 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat, au d fevcrishuess in the head uud nose—a condition 
popularly know n us “Dry C atarrh .” 
The disease speedily extends to th e air eaviticR of tho bones of the forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distressing sensation of h eav y w eig h t or com pression over the 
forehead, especially in the region above and between tho eyes, and to a feeling of fu ll­ 
ness, heat, irritatio u , soreness or pain in th e nostrils near th e root of th e nose, as well as 
in the upper p art of th e throat, above* and b ehind th e soft palate. Som etim es th ere is 
pain obstinately fixed iu some particular part, as in th e tem p.es, on th e top of th e head, 
at th e back of the neck, or behind the orbits, and, occasionally, tib í u m anifests itself ia 
th e face of so severe a ch aru clerth at it is frequently m istaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is alw ays tain ted aud at tim es assum es an exceedingly fetid and sicken­ 
ing odor. In som e cases it becomes so revoltingly offensive as to render th e sufferer uu 
object of diBgiibt to him self as well as toothers. 
The nasal m em brane is thickened and congested, causing th e nose to be stopped up, 
som etim es on one side, som etim es ou the other, and often ou both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable stuffy s« nsation In the head, and occasionally to violent and prolonged par­ 
oxysm s of sneezing. 
* 
° 
The voleé is weak, iud lstin ct and huBky, or of a nasal ch aracter, displaying a Fort of 
sniffling q uality. O ftentim es there is a continuous hoarsehcss and discordance. There 
is also a sense of irritation In th e th ro at, and frequent attem pts to clear the parts of 
phlegm , producing th e sound “ hem ” m ore or less forcibly, in som e cases p atients com 
plain of on uncom fortable feeling of fullness, or a choky scioation in the turoat, and In 
others of a distressing and alm ost constant dryness, for th e tem porary relief of w hich 
they have to swallow frequently. O thers again speak of a constant buii or nauseous taste 
in the m outh aud throat. 
The stom ach generally suffers m ore or less an d becom es weak an d irritable; th e appe­ 
tite is capricious and nearly always bad in th e m orning. The p atien t is languid, unable 
to perform m ental or physical labor w ith th e usual facility, is nervous, depressed in 
spirits, at tim es, fearful, tim id, agitated, an d inclined to drow siness aud sleep; the m em ­ 
ory weakened, an d perm anent im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane soon becomes m orbidly sem itiv e to unfavorable influences, 
and, in spite of th e utm ost care, becomes ufleeted from the slightest causes, so th at at last 
a breath of w ind upon the lin in g of th e nose or throat becomes productive of 11 cold, uud 
gives rise to serious d istu rb an tes of tlie respiratory organ b. T h u s th e patien t is subject 
to frequent a d repeated colds, each attack aggravating th e disease by giving it a new 
im pulse, and involving a larger ex ten t of surface th an its predecessor. In this m anner 
th e difficulty spreads from organ to organ, in vading th e throat larynx, trach ea and 
bronchial tut.es, u n til, encroaching fu rth e r an d lu itlier, it reaches th e finer ram ifications 
of th e bronchi, w hen Mit a slight im pulse is required to send it to th e lungs. C atarrh 
m ay, and often does, affect o ther organs in the body, especially those continuing u m u­ 
cous m em brane, such as the Stom ach, Rowels, K idneys, Ac. 
Thus catarrh becom es th e startin g p o in t of consum ption developm ent, th e disease 
be.ng eventually transm itted to the lungs, both by nervous connection au d continuity of 
surface. 
tío frequently has th is fatal course been noticed th at all those w ho are thoroughly 
conversant with th e subject now look upon catarrh as a prem oultlo u uud one of the very 
curliest m anifestations of consum ption,
